Floy d Ben n ett Airport, New York, Ju ly 14 (A.P.) — How­ 
ard Hu ghes an d his fou r fellow world girdlers lan ded at 
Floy d Ben n ett Airport at 1:36 p. m. Eastern Stan dard Time 
today with a smashin g n ew rou n d the world record of less 
than fou r day s. 
The big silv er mon oplan e circled the field twice before com­ 
in g down to an easy lan din g before a wildly cheerin g crowd. 
The total elapsed time for the dash arou n d the globe was 
set u n officially at 91 hou rs, 16 min u tes, or three day s, 19 
hou rs an d 16 min u tes. 
The mu ltimillion aire speedster whipped in from the west 
u n der a threaten in g ov ercast sky with a record that more 
than halv ed the 7 day , 18 hou r, 49 min u te rou n d the world 
time established in 1933 by the late Wiley Post, a mark then 
regarded as sen sation al. 
Hu ghes drov e the ship at fu ll speed on the last lap of the 
flight from Min n eapolis to Floy d Ben n ett Airport, when ce 
he took off at 6 :20 p. m. EST Su n day . 
His speed for the elapsed time was approx imately 161 
miles per hou r. 
A fire whistle let go with a screechin g blast as the aerial

each side of him. “ I can get 
there alone.” After shav ing him­ 
self he made a v isible effort to 
relax and held his arms out for 
the clamps. 
He was the second man to be 
ex ecuted by the Federal gov ern­ 
ment under the Lindbergh kid­ 
nap law. The first was Arthur 
Gooch, 27 , hanged at McAlester, 
Okla., J une It, 19 9 6 , for kidnap­ 
ing two peace officers at Paris, 
Tex as, while attempting to av oid 
arrest.

If a perso n ex pects to do any thing in life 
o ther than the plainest kind o f hand wo rk, he 
needs to acqu ire a go o d kno wledge o f wo rds. If he 
kno ws many wo rds, he beco mes able to persu ade 
o thers o f the merit o f his ideas and teach them 
ho w to do u sefu l things. Salesmanship, po litical 
Su ccess, and many o ther arts are based o n the 
effectiv e u se o f wo rds in co nv ey ing ideas. Bu t 
If a perso n kno ws o nly a few wo rds, the wo rld 
sets him do wn as a perso n o f limited intelligence. 
It has been claimed that edu cated perso ns are 
familiar with at least 25,000 wo rds. That may be 
do u bted. Yet mo st edu cated perso ns wo u ld find 
that in a dictio nary o f 1000 pages, they kno w an 
av erage o f 25 wo rds o n each page, so the 25,000 
estimate do es no t seem\ u nlikely . 
A kno wledge o f many wo rds acco mplishes lit­ 
tle u nless peo ple hav e a0 fairly co rrect idea o f 
their meaning and pro nu nciatio n. 
Co nstant reading is the way by which any o ne 
can acqu ire a go o d kno wledge o f wo rds. Many 
co llege gradu ates who hav e no pro no u nced lit­
